RED DEER CONVENTION 


CONDEMNS BONUSING 


Representations Probably 
Will be Made to Gov: 
ernment to Kill It 


Bulletin Special. 

The second: annual convention of 
the Union of Alberta Municipalities, 
which opened at Red Deer on Tues- 
day evening, spent all day yesterday, 
discussing the exemption and bonus 
evil, the best methods of taxation and 
assessment and the responsibilities ‘of 
cities in the establishment and main- 
tenance of hospitals. It is evident 
that some recommendations are going 
to be made to the government call\ng 
for some very drastic legislation on 
the bonusing question. 

The hospital question was the first 
one taken up by the convention. 

Red Deer, Jan. 9—At Wednesday 
morning’s meeting, the motion of 
Mayor Mills, Strathcona, and Mayor 
McGillivray, of Stettler, the conven- 
tion resolved that the building and 
mainta:ning of hospitals by the mun- 

; icipality as a municipal enterprise, 
was the proper basis upon which to 
found and maintain such institutions, 
That such instttution should be ad- 
ministered by a board elected by the 
ratepayers somewhat along the lines 
on which school board are elected 
and that the provincial legislature be 
memorialized to pass legislation gov- 
erning the election of each board and 
defining their powers, 

Mayor Gaetz, of Red Deer, moved, 
seconded by Mayor Cameron, Cal- 
gary, th.t the prevailing custom of 
bonusing railroads and industrial 
concerhs by municipalities is a vici- 
ous one and one that should be dis- 
couraged if not prohibited by legis- 
lative enactment and that the govern- 
ment of the Province of Alberta be 
requested to give the matter serious 
consideration at an early date. ° 

The movers spoke'of the gain to 
corporations through bonusing at the 
expense of the people when such cor- 
porations would locate in suitable 
places without a bonus, and of the 
unwise competition which was de- 
veloped by industrial and railway 
promoters setting off one place against 
another. 

Mayor Cameron would except an 
entirely new industry to consume 
local products, which might be en- 
couraged. Mayor Griesbach, of Ed- 
monton, wanted to know if a town or 
city owning its own utilities would be 
allowed to give special rates to in- 
dustries using large quantities of wat- 
er or light or whether a municipality 
would be allowed to give sites at a 
cheap rate in an industrial area. 

Mayor Mills, Strathcona, and ex- 
Mayor Fandry, Innisfail, introduced 
the instance of where a railway might 
have to be paid to go beyond their 
own heeds to give public convenience. 
Other delegates thought these were 
bus‘mess propositions aud not exactly 
the bonusing the towns were strik- 
ing at. Commissioner Kinnaird con- 
demned exemption of taxation as a 
provincial system of bonusing. Five

tunate. Mayor Cousins quoted Sir 
William Van Horne,who said to them 
probably years ago, when the ques- 
tion of C. P. R. rates was up between 
Medicine Hat and Calgary, that if the 
C. P. R. wanted the shops at Calgary, 
Medicine Hat had not enough money 
to induce them to change their mind, 
and vece versa, Yet the C. P. R. got 
$25,000 from Calgary to locate the 
shops there, 

The convention finally. agreed that 
the payment of cash, the granting of 
land and exemption from taxes as 
inducements to railways or industries 
should be prohibited and the resolu- 
tion was referred back to the commit- 
tee on resolutions to re-cast, the re- 
sult of points brought out during the 
d.sseussions, 

The convention resolved that the 
focal government be requested to in- 
troduce legislation providing for some 
relief in municipalities who have to 
pay the cost of proceedings in com- 
mercial cases while the fines go to 
the government and further to pro- 
vide that in cases of imprisonment 
eespecially for infraction of bylaws 
that the convicted person may be 
compelled to do work for the benefit 
of the municipality. It also asked 
that the executive of the union be 
consulted by the government in any 
proposed new municipal legislation. 
The special committee on taxation re- 
ported that in their opinion taxation 
on land alone produced the best re- 
sults and should be adopted, but in 
the event of any municipality desir- 
ing to tax buildings or improvements, 
that such be on the basts of rental 
value capitalized. In addition the 
committee considered that taxation 
should also be placed upon business 
income and special franchises. After a 
prolonged discussion the order regard- 
ing the taxation of rental values was 
struck out. It was also decided that 
the provmcial government should in- 
stitute an inquiry by commission in- 
to the methods and practice of mun- 
icipal assessment and taxation. The 
convention supported a motion offer- 
ed by the Calgary representative with 
a view to protect the rights of mun- 
{cipalities against the wide powers 
given persons .and corporations in se- 
curing and conveying of water under 
section 21 of the Northwest Irrigation 
Act.

Saskatoon, Jan. 9—A week or two 
ago the dreaded grey wolf, starved 
from scarcity of deer and other game 
in the north, came down upon tie 
region of Batoche in great numbers 
and were a terror to the people. They

a tree where some of them howled 


j under hem, thireting for his blood all 


night long. The rest chased the oth- 
er man in close pursuit into his own 
back yard, where he found refuge. 

Last week they appeared in large 
humbers in Smithville, about five to 
seven miles distant from Saskatoon. 
Late in the week they attacked James 
Jackson, who was out driving with a 
team. They stopped the team, block- 
ing up the trail, surrounding the 
horses, the man and the sleigh. He 
feared that he and his horses would 
have been eaten. He at length sud- 
denly turned his horses from the trail 
into the fields, galloped them off, got 
out of the circle of blood-thirsty 
brutes, and, getting on the tra:t again 
got safely home. 

On last Friday night, not far from 
the former.scene of wolf activity,near 
a dwelling house, the inmates about 
9 o'clock, heard a dreadiul howling 
that made night hideous. Next morn- 
ing they discovered that they had 


chased him inte where the suow was 
deep, killed him, and devoured most 
of tie body.

Department ef Interior Had Most Pres- 
perous Year io Its History

Ottawa, Jan, 9—There was a large 
attendance of members today when 
the House assembled after the holi- 
days, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier introduced a 
bill giv-ng Saskatchewan ten memb- 
ers and Alberta 7. 

Mr. Borden proposed a committee 
to collect evidence in regard to 
strikes and lockouts with a view to 
passing legislation dealing with the 
same, but this was opposed by Mtn- 
ister Lemieux, on the ground that the 
departinent of labour had all the in- 
formation necessary to proceed with 
his compulsory conciliation bill and 
Ralpa Swith moved an 
along these lines. This was support- 
ed by Verville, and Bourassa, and the 
debate adjourned. 

The annual report of the mterior 
department was presented to the 
house and shows an increase of over 
eleven thousand in the homestead en- 
tries over the last year. 

The revenue of the department 
showed au increase of nearly $700,000 
as compared with the previous year, 
the most prosperous year in the his- 
tory of the department . 

The area of land disposed of by the 
land companies holding grants from 
lithe crown was nearly double the acre- 
age sold during 1904-05. These re- 
cults, the report says, chould be con- 
sidered the strongest possible ground 
lor prosecuting with increased vigor 
the Jand and immigration policy of 
the department. The net revenue was 
4,686,858, an increase of $697,439 for 
the year. The total revenue from Do- 
minion lands for the last decade 
Was $13,139,941 fis compared with $2,- 
343,835 for the preceding tep years. 
The homestead entries for 1906 were 
4i,cu9, compared with 40,819 for 1905, 
un increase Of 11,050.

AFTER THE RAILWAYS 


Managers Are Facing Fresh Demands 
Which May lavelve All Roads In 
Labeor Wer 


Chicago, Tll., Jan, 9—Railroad man- 
agers of the roads throughout the 
country ate facing a fresh demand for 
an increase in wages and better work- 
ing conditions, that will startle, it is 
declared, the entire industeial world. 
A conference of labor leaders repre: 
senting nearly all: clesees of railroad 
labor is in session today in Chicago 
to initiate the move. A universal eight 
hour day and a wage inéreése of 
from five to. twenty per cent. are the 
demands that will be brought to the 
attention of the general managers of 
not. only the twenty-three e«yatems 
centring in Chicago, but on mearly all 
the roads @n the United States, Can- 
ada and Mexico. The committee, re- 
presenting 150,000 railway employees, 
is vomposed of A. B. Garretteon,grand 
chiet of the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors; J. J. Hannahan, of the Bro- 
therhood of Locomotive Firemen, and 
C. M, Morrissey, chief ofthe Brother 
hood of Railway Trainmen, These 
men arrived in Chicago today and im- 
mediately went into executive ses- 
sion, 

The conference came as a shock to 
the railroad officials in the city, who 
are already listening to the arguments 
of locomotive firemen for a greater 
increase in pay. The fresh demands 
follow negotiations between the roads 
and the switchmen, who were granted 
an increase amounting to thirteen per 
cent., in the conference held in Chi- 
cago. In November, many roads 
throughout the country voluntarily 
raised the pay of their employees and 
millions of dollars were added to the 
pay rolls of the road by the addi- 
tional advances in wages. Agitation 
for the eight hour day, it was under- 
stood, was to be left to future discus- 
sion. The law, it was declared,would 
prove impossible of enforcement und- 
er the present conditions. This fresh 
demand for it has caused great sur- 
prise, aa the managets of the many 
roads considered the fact understood 
by the men,

ATROCITIES IN SOUTH AFRICA 


Berlin, Jan. 6.—An enquiry com- 
menced today into the charge of grow 
cruelty practicea by army olficere in 
German Southwest Africa towards the 
natives. Several officers in the Cam- 
ercons in charge of detachments ar? 
named and it ie alleged that a first 
Neutenant, at the head of an expedi- 
tion against the Cohohos tribe, which 
refused to submit, had the natives to 
the number of eighty-eeven, all killed 
and their bodies put into baskets and 
thrown into the river. Anotherr cap- 
tive, who ie accused of blowing three 
natives, who were accucei of theft, 
from the mouths of cannon. An official 
named Schmidt ie charged with beating 
the natives with sticks until they we-e 
mained for life, and other atrocities of 
a grave nature, are alleged and. will 
be enquired into. The principal wi:n:es 
be euquired into. «whe principal wit- 
nesses against the officers implicated 
are missionaries from th: Camer- 
oons. The colonial director stated 
that there will b ea full investigation 
into the charges and punishment of all 
ofticials conv.ctted of the charges.

already possess. For instance, Bank- 
head cowl can be obtained in Cal- 
gary at any time, or very nearly so, 
for the very simple reason that the 
Bankhead mines belong to the C. P. 
R., and in order to further its own 
interests the company takes care that 
a plentiful supply of cars % always 
maintained at that point. But from 
Lethbridge, and from all points south, 
it is almost impossible to obtain coal 
at any price, for no other reason than 
that the C, P. R, will not supply cars 
for it to be hauled away.

St. John Glovs — The ‘‘fathera 
of confederation" are gradually 
pessing from tho gene of their 
labors. Sir W. P. Howland, K. C. 
M. G., C. B., who died tn Toronto on 


Now Year's Day ,was on eof the dele- 
gates to the conference held in London 
England ,in 1866-7 to complete the 
terms of the union of the provinces. 
He had been active tn public life before 
that period. He represented West 
York in the Canadian House of Acsem- 
bly from 1857 to the union, and for part 
of that tims was a member of the 
government being Mi,nister of Finance 
for a brief period. When federation 
was accomplished he went to the 
Houss of Commons as member for 
West York, and entered the firat gov- 
ernment of Sir John Macdonald ag Min- 
ister of Inland Revenue ,retiring there- 
from in a year to become Lieutenant 
jovernor of Ontario. On retiring 
from that position in 1873 ho practi- 
cally withdrew from public life, al- 
though in 1876 ho was appointed a 
commissioner to report on the route of 
the proposed Bale Verte Canal. In the 
busineas and gocial life or Toronto, Sir 
W. P. Howland was for a very long 
period a commanding figure, and to 
many persons in the lower provinces 
his nam? is famillar because of the 
fact that his gon, Mr. W. H. How- 
land, discased, was married to Mise 
Chipman ,of St. Stophen, a sistér of 
Lady Tilley. Of New York birth, Sir 
W. P. Howland eames to Canada in 1830 
and notwithstanding his ninety-five 
years he has been in comparatively

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OUTPOSTS IN THE NORTH. 
(From ‘‘Canada.”’) 

Although Britain's territorial pos- 
®essions in the Arctic were handed 
Over many years ago to Canadian au- 
thority, it is only within the last few 
Seasons that the Dom mion bas shown 
herself fully alive to the responsibili- 
ties that this trust carried with it, In 
the region north of Baffin’s Land 
there has never been any attempt to 
plant permanent — establishments. 
Therefore, it is from every point of 
view des rable that the title of the 
British crown to the vast region in 
question should be asserted from time 
to time by acts of formal possession, 
lest utter neglect should endanger the 
claims established by a long line of 
hardy British navigators, stretching 
back to the earliest discoveries in the 
American Arctics 226 years ago by Sir 
Martin Frobisher. 

The acquitement by Spain of the 
southern portions of Amertca, togeth- 
er with Portugal's claim to the south: 
ern route to India and China, via 
Cape of Good Hope, made it look in 
the sixteenth century as though Bri- 
tain was to be barred from new fields 
of wealth that the discoveries of Vas- 
co de Gama had revealed in the Far 
East. It was the search for a north 
ern and unclaimed passage to the Far 
East that st mulated, in the reign of 
Elizabeth, the awakening enterprise 
of London and Brietot merchants to 
outfit expeditions, under brave and 
adventurousfseamen,to open the route 
in question, Filled with enthusiasm 
by ths accounts of a mythical Strait 
vi Anian, which was said to afford a 
safe passage between the Atlantic and 
the Pacific, through the north tem- 
perate regions of America, expedition 
after expedition endured untold hard- 
ships before it was finally establish- 
ed in the n‘neteenth century that the 
northwest passage existed at all. 

In the summer of 1903, and again in 
1906, Canadian government expedi- 
tions have penerated Lancaster Sound 
to the islands of what is known as 
the Parry group. Both Commande: 
Low in 1903, and Captain J, E. Bern- 
ier in 1906 touched at Beechey Island, 
where a monument marks the mem 
ory of the gallant Franklin and his 
hcetvore associates 

Captain Bernier reports that he re- 
stored the Sir John Franklin monu- 
ment ,replaced the ‘stone in a proper 
place, and repainted the four wooden 
crosses on the barren plain near by 
that mark the last resting place of 
two of Franklin's crew, and two mem 
bers of one of the rescue parties that 
made Beechey Island its headquart- 
ers during the time that search was 
being made for S'r John and his as- 
sociates. Commander Low is of opin 
ion that if another expedition visits 
this place it should carry the material 
to build a suitable foundation for the 
slab, so that ¢@ may be erected as or- 
iginally intended. 

Captain Bernier took formal posses- 
sion last summer of Melville Island, 
Prince Patrick, Eglinton, Emerald, 
Byan, Martin, Bathurst, Cornwallis, 
Griffiths, Lowther, Young's, Garrett, 
Russell, Darcy and Bylot. He is now 
wintering at Pond’s Inlet, on the nor 
thern coast of Baflin’s Land, prepar- 
atory to pushing northward next sea- 
son, between Ellesmere and the west- 
ern coast of Greenland, as far as he 
is able to get. 

Commander Low, on the occasion 
of his voyage four summers ago, re- 
asserted the British claim to Elles- 
mere, the second largest island of the 
American Arctics. The Canadian gov- 
ermiment cruiser Arctic, however, 
which is ideally adapted to work in 
the Far North, will almost certainly 
push farther than Mr. Low had time 
to travel, and will no doubt continue 
the assertion of Canadian authority 
there in such manner as may be deem- 
ed best. 

Captain Bernier, who has alregdy 
spent a lifetime on the sea, will ul- 
timately follow the course that Am- 
undsen adopted, through the North- 
west Passage to the mouth of the Mac. 
kenzie river, and has applied to the 
Dominion government to be allowed 
to test the theory that the ice drift

Consider that he found 
the post office revenue under three 
millions, where it is now six millions, 
Consider that he found the govern- 
ment railway earnings just over three 
millions, and that they are now nine 
millions.

THE MEN FROM BRUCE. 

One does not live long in Edmonton 
before realizing how much the city 
owes the “men from Bruce.” This 
county of Ontario has furnished so 
many men who have worked splend- 
idly in the commonplace round of 
what we theoretically call ‘“empire- 
building.” 

A history of the County of Bruce 
has appeared recently from the pen 
of Mr. Norman Robertson, of Walk- 
erton, and is an exceedingly credit- 
able production 

The first permanent settlers to 
Bruce County came in 1848, In a 
general election in 1854,in which Hon. 
Wm, Cayley defeated Thos. McQueen, 
editor of the Goderich Signal, for 
the seat of the United Counties of 
Huron and Bruce, only 126 votes were 
cast in the whole of Bruce. Thirty 
years later the forest had disappeared, 
the’ county supported a population of 
65,000, and had an assessed value of 
over $25,000,000. 

The settlers mostly came from old 
er Canada? An early census showed 
almost 60 per cent. of the population 
to be Canadian-born, and all of the 
rest but 2 per cent. to be from the 
British Isles. About 1880 the zenith 
was reached, As an example, the 
Township of Elderslie had in 188] a 
population of 3,273. The assexsor’s re. 
turn for 1906 gives only 2,018, less 
than 62 per cent. of the former figure. 

This, the author points out, is but 
typical of what has been going on all 
through Western Ontario on account 
of the drain to the Northwest. In this 
Movement westward’ Bruce took an 
early part, and early in the first Man- 
itoba boom a Bruce county coloniza- 
tOn company was organized to settle 
4 portion of the new Prairie Pro- 
vince. 

Such interesting discuss'ons as that 
on the Scott Act, which moved many 
rural communities more than politics 
ever did, are adequately dealt with, 
and in this connection the historian 
records some interesting th ngs about 
the early drinking habits. Whiskey 
used to be made at many places in 
the county and was only 25 to 30c a 
gallon; It is related that one of the 
first settlers at Hanover, who had a 
tavern as wellas a ‘clearing’ to tend, 
while working in the bush left a pail 
of whiskey outside the bar with a tin 
cup for passersby to help themselves. 
A small box was provided for them 
to leave the money in, if they felt so 
disposed, 

Mr. Robertson himself went into 
Bruce county in 1856, very shortly 
aiter the very first settlers, and, as 
already mentioned, he has exception- 
al opportunities for describing the On 
tario pioneer’s life. Here is his de-
